Please amend claims 5, 8 and 1 1 to read as follows: 

Claim 5. The wound dressing according to claim 1, wherein when said wound dressing is in a 
dry state, a central portion of the backing layer corresponding to the central portion of the 
absorbent core is adhered to the distal surface of the absorbent core; and wherein the 
connection between the central portions of the backing layer and the absorbent core is 
configured so as to permit detachment of the backing layer from the absorbent core and the 
formation of a reservoir therebetween as said absorbent core and the absorbent material absorb 
moisture. 

Claim 8. The wound dressing according to claim 1, wherein the silicone sheet is only bonded to 
the proximal surface of the absorbent core. 

Claim 1 1 . The wound dressing according to claim 1 , wherein the at least one absorbent material 
is selected from the group consisting of hydrocolloids, hydrogels and hydrophilic polymers.
